New Science Building and Fraternity House at Phillips Acad- 
emy Are Largest Building Projects — Hen Houses 


and Garages Popular 


Form of Construction 


Construction which slowed down con- 
spicuously in Andover during 1926 has con- 
tinued through 1927 at the same moderate 
The new Samuel F. B. Morse hall to 
ye used as a science building by Phillips 
academy, the fraternity house being built by 
the Davison associates on the old campus, 
and the Miller block with space for three 
stores on Main street and the West Parish 
vestry are the most conspicuous additions to 
Andover’s buildings. 

Only 19 dwellings have been erected, a 
decrease of three from last year. Even in 
garages, the most popular form of construc- 
tion, the number has fallen off from 56 to 40. 

The interest in live-stock has an unpre- 
cedented boom, the number of new hen 
houses having jumped to 31, as compared 
with 13 last year. There are also 3 new 
barns, one turkey house, and one dog 
kennel 

New construction for 1927 may be sum- 
marized as follows: Dwellings 19; garages, 40; 
henhouses, 31; sheds, 5; business block, 1; 
camps, 4; barns, 3; sheds, 5; dog kennel, one; 
turkey house, one; greenhouse, one; lunch 
stand, one; bath house, one; filling station, 
one; fraternity house, one; school building, 
one; church vestry, one.

Two Mills and Water Rights 
At Ballardvale 


The Northern Rubber company has pur- 
chased a part of the Ballardvale Mills rop- 
erty including two mills, two and three- 
fourths acres of land and the water rights, 
the transfer of the property being effected on 
Friday of last week. 

Repairs are now being made and cement 
foundations constructed on which to install 
the machinery. It is expected that the work 
of reclaiming rubber will begin next month, 
The company will do a tonnage business 
and orders have already been secured to take 
care of the output for the present. The 
employers will number only about a dozen at 
the start, increasing as the business expands.

Thomas E. Eaton of Brookline, treasurer, 
with Everell Sweet of Quincy as superin- 
tendent.

Homes of Earth 

Earth has been used for building dwellings 
and other structures for many centuries. 
One method of use, superior to others and 
which was known and used by the Romans, 
is being revived for modern buildings. The 
method consists of ramming slightly moist 
earth, without the addition of straw or other 
material, between movable forms, and is 
known by its French name “‘pise de terre” 
which means “rammed earth.”” Rammed 
earth is a reliable building material when 
properly handled and is admirably adapted 
to buildings on farms, especially if suitable 
earth is at hand. Where it is difficult to 
obtain other building materials such as are 
commonly used for farm structures, earth 
may be a successful substitute because it is 
already on the building site. A suitable soil 
consists of a mixture of clay and sand. 
Earth that forms into clods when dug will 
likely prove suitable. Earth of the proper 
kind, tamped hard in forms like those used 
for concrete construction, will make very 
desirable walls, possessing excellent insulat- 
ing qualities. Such walls have been known 
to stand for a hundred years or more. In- 
structions for ‘‘rammed earth” construction 
can be obtained from the U. S, Department 
of Agriculture.

The Agricultural Situation 


The past few years have witnessed several 
attempts to make a comprehensive study of 
the agricultural situation, most of which 
have been defective in one or more important 


io a 

erhaps the best short statement yet»pre- 
pared is contained in the report on The 
Agricultural Situation, prepared by a special 
committee of the Association of Land Grant 
Colleges and Universities which was recently 
submitted to the executive body of the 
Association. In its report, the committee 
has presented an impartial statement of the 
farm problem and the principal causes of the 
situation together with specific constructive 
suggestions which contain the basis for a 
sound national agricultural policy. 

The committee finds that the present 
agricultural situation is a direct result of the 
slow and uncertain recovery from the general 
depression of 1921. The principal reasons 
for this slow recovery are continued high 
production of many farm commodities in 
the face of changing demand, ill-considered 
shifts and adjustments in production, and 
the failure of farm expenses and marketing 
costs to decline as much as prices of farm 
products, 

The larger part of the report is concerned 
with an analysis of particular problems 
needing attention with recommendations on 
each to aid agricultural recovery. The 
problem of recurring agricultural surpluses, a 
definite land policy, taxation, transportation, 
immigration, the tariff and co-operative 
marketing are among those considered, 
Sound individual farm adjustments based on 
careful research will speed agricultural 
recovery. 

The committee concludes that while 
legislation is desirable in some cases, “agri- 
culture should not be dependent upon legis- 
lation to be enacted after emergencies arise.” 
A careful legislative program looking toward 
the advancement of agriculture and the 
establishment of a definite agricultural 
policy is recommended, 


Cranberry sauce and jelly may be used 
with a meat dish, and cranberries are avail- 
able the greater part of the winter. 


If you have a small quantity of home- 
grown woo! that cannot be sold to advantage, 
it can be made into wool comforters. Select 
the cleanest of the fleece, break it into small 
pieces and remove any tage and dung locks. 
Prepare a tub of lukewarm suds made with 
good neutral soap and soft water, If the 
fleece is very greasy from one-half to one- 
third cup of sal-soda may be added to the tub 
of suds. An excess of soap or sal-soda or the 
use of hot water will tend to felt the wool and 
make it difficult to straighten out. Handle 
the wool as little as possible in the water. 
Do not use a washing machine. Put it 
through three or four tubs of suds if neces- 
sary and rinse in several waters. Use luke- 
warm water every time, and reduce the 
quantity of soap and sal-soda after the first 
bath. Dip it out of the last rinse, allowing 
as much water as possible to drain off, and 
spread it thinly on clean cloth or paper to 
dry, preferably in the sun. Straighten it out 
with wool or cotton cards, which will remove 
the smaller bits of trash. Burrs will have to 
be picked out by hand, Arrange the fluffy 
wool after carding in an even layer between 
two pieces of cheesecloth, whip the edges 
pele and tack or quilt through both 
cheesecloth and wool to hold the latter in 
place. Make a second cover of pretty wash- 
able goods such as cotton challis or sateen. 
The outer cover may be taken off and 
washed when necessary and the wool filling 
will last for years.

Vocal solo 


All pork and pork products should be 
thoroughly cooked, not only on the outside, 
but entirely through, to prevent the possi- 
bility of their causing the disease known as 
trichinosis, Have pork chops cut medium 
thick and after browning them on the out- 
side, cook slowly and longer than other 
chops. Make sausage meat into flat cakes 
rather than “balls”, which are thicker in the 
center, and then they will cook evenl: 
throughout. Sear a pork roast at a high 
temperature to retain the meat juices, and 
then lower the heat and cook at a moderate 
temperature until all pinkness at the center 
has disappeared. Ham and other cured 
pork products also require thorough cooking.

What qualities do 

rticularly rich men 
instance? 

Editorial writers have asked for an expla- 
nation of Ford’s popularity, despite his great 
wealth, Most rich men are envied, disikled, 
or actually hated. 

A correspondent of Commerce and Finance 
has given an interpretation, and I am re- 
printing it because it is an interesting presen- 
tation of American ideals. 

“Tt seems to be generally believed,’’ says 
this writer, “that Ford is thoroughly honest 
and trustworthy.

A Correction 


To the Editor: 

In the Townsman of December 30th, I 
observe the following statement in the 
announcement of the candidacy of Mr. T. P. 
Dea for the Board of Public Works, viz: 
“When he (Mr. Dea) entered the service 
he was employed by the Board of Public 
Works, but was not re-employed on his 
return.” This is not true. If Mr. Dea is 
responsible for this statement he knows it is 
untrue, and that this publicity is intended to 
prejudice the public against some one con- 
nected with the Board and I am the only 
member on the present Board that was a 
member of the Board of Public Works at 
that time. Mr. Dea should make a public 
retraction of this statement and I so demand 


it. 

The truth is that the records in the office 
of the Board of Public Works show that Mr. 
Dea’s last payment of wages before entering 
the service was September 22, 1917 amount- 
ing to $18.00, and that he was re-employed 
in February 1919 and continued employed 
till May 1919 and received in payment for 
wages the sum of $208.15. 

The reason for Mr. Dea’s severance from 
the Water Department, in which he was 
employed, was because of his defiance to and 
refusal to work according to the order of the 
Superintendent. There was no alternative. 
If Mr. Dea felt at that time that he had been 
unjustly treated, he had the Board to appeal 
to, and Mr. Barnet Rogers, who was chair- 
man, would have given him all the considera- 
tion necessary, and probably some adjust- 
ment would have been made. 

I was present when the Superintendent 
promised Mr. Dea work on his return from 
service, and I know that the Superintendent 
would not have dared to have broken that

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A Safe Place to Skate 


There has been much discussion of 
late relative to flooding the playstead 
for the purpose of providing a skating 
rink for the children of Andover. The 
attendant dangers facing children who 
skate on large ponds and lakes is well 
known and though definite statistics 
are not available, drowning accidents 
through the medium of skating must be 
nearly on a par with those from swim- 
ming, proportionate to the number who 
take part in these sports. It has been 
argued that, as other cities and towns 
have suitable facilities for safe skating 
there is no reason why Andover should 
be backward in this respect. The 
Townsman has long advocated safe 
winter sports for children and enthus- 
iastically endorses and champions any 
project that ends to protect the health 
and promote the welfare of the young- 
sters. The project should, however, 
receive careful consideration before 
being acted upon to prevent any work 
being done which may prove imprac- 
ticable. 


The Board of Public Works held a 
meeting Thursday afternoon and dis- 
cussed the matter at length. It was the 
opinion of the Board that the condition 
of the ground at the Playstead was not 
favorable for flooding this year. The 
Town has gone to a great expense in 
grading and sowing down the field and 
it was felt that no chances should be 
taken that would offset this work. Each 
member of the Board was keenly inter- 
ested in the subject and promised his 
wholehearted cooperation in working 
out a successful plan. Itis thought that 
next year when the land is graded behind 
the Samuel C. Jackson and Stowe 
schools, arrangements can be made to 
flood a portion of this ground for skat- 
ing purposes and thus interfere in no 
way with the athletic field. 

Superintendent Cole suggested that 
when the snow from the streets is 
dumped on the park it might be un- 
loaded in a circle forming an unbroken 
wall within which water could be pumped 
and a temporary ice rink made. In 
Lawrence, rinks are formed of sand 
walls which are frozen and made to 
serve the purpose. This city, however, 
appropriates $3000 each year to provide 
these facilities. 


Concert by Famous Legion Band 


The Weymouth Post, No. 79, American 
Legion Band, under the auspices of the Boy 
Scouts of Andover will give a concert in the 
Andover Town hall on Thursday evening, 
January 12 at eight o’clock. Admission has 
been set at the low price of fifty cents in order 


that as many as possible may be able to 
attend. This is the famous Legion Band 
which won a prize at the Paris Convention of 
the American Legion and now broadcasts 
every Sunday evening from station WEEI 
and thirteen other stations on the red net- 
work of the National Broadcasting Company. 
Through the courtesy of the Stetson Shoe Co. 
of South Weymouth and Boston, the band 
has been obtained without cost and the entire 
proceeds will be donated to the Boy Scouts of 


Andover for use in the development of 
Carmel Woods. 

Last fall the scouts set out one thousand 
red pines in Carmel woods. During the 
Christmas vacation they laid a new trail 
connecting the northern trail with the Out- 
look, and also cleared away the underbrush 
and scrub growth on the Outlook itself, in 
preparation for planting one thousand spruce 
trees there in the spring. Rustic signs are to 
be erected on the various trails through the 
woods and the trees on the main trail are to 
be identified and labelled with tags similar to 
those used in the Arnold Arboretum. Next 
summer the scouts plan to erect a cabin on 
the outlook for use as a week-end or over- 
night camp. The cabin will be twenty by 
forty feet, and will have a fireplace and 
stoves, so that it can be used all the year 
round. 

On Tuesday, February 7, there will be a 
supper and exhibition in the Town Hall, at 
which time all scouts, parents, and friends, 
from all the troops in Andover are invited to 
observe the Eighteenth Anniversary of the 
founding of the Boy Scouts of America, which 
is one of the three national organizations 
holding a Charter from the Congress of the 
United States. Articles of scoutcraft made 
by the scouts will be on display. There will 
be a demonstration of making fire by friction, 
without matches, and the signs and labels 
to be used in Carmel woods will also be 
shown. At the same time merit badges will 
be awarded to the more advanced scouts; 
and it is expected that Clarence DeMar, the 
famous marathon runner, will attend and 
make these awards.

A War Memorial Suggestion | 

The war memorial problem we Hivall 
always with us. Andover has consid- 
ered and reconsidered the question year | 
after year, and after all has been said, 
we know neither what we want nor 
what we don’t want. We have succeed- 
ed only in arriving at an impasse. This 
question is the imp of our town meetings, 
the constantly recurring problem over 
about which we succeed only in dis- 
agreeing. 

But not so everywhere. Norwood is 
a town of about Andover’s size. In 
1910 had a population of somewhat 
over 8000, and in 1920 it numbered 
over 12,000 inhabitants. Its inadequate 
town hall was regarded as an oppor- 
tunity for a very fine memorial. Re- 
cently in Norwood, ground was broken 
and work begun on a memorial munici- 
pal building which is at once practical 
and aesthetic. 

The trouble in Andover seems to be 
that there are two conflicting theories 
concerning a memorial. Some wantit 
to be useful while the rest insist that 
it should be only ornamental. The 
proposals considered seem to fall pretty 
clearly in one or the other of these two 
classifications. Last year a monument 
was recommended which would please 
those who believe the memorial should 
be a thing of beauty and free from 
practical or useful qualities. 

The interesting thing about Nor- 
wood’s memorial building is that while 
it is obviously useful, it is also so attrac- 
tive in design that it is obviouslya thing 
of beauty, as much so as the municipal 
group in Springfield. Here perhaps is a 
clue to the solution of our problem. 
Not that we should necessarily put up 
a new town hall, much as that is desir- 
able, but that the two conflicting 
groups, instead of pulling in opposite 
directions, should cooperate and reach 
a compromise on something which

At a meeting of the Board of Public Works 
held yesterday afternoon, the matter of flood- 
ing the Playstead to use for skating was 
thoroughly discussed.

MRS. GEORGE RIPLEY 

Mary Elizabeth Aiken, widow of George 
Ripley, daughter of John Aiken and Mai 
Means Appleton Aiken, was born in Lowel 
Massachusetts, February 5, 1838, and died 
in Andover December the 31st, 1927, within 
a few weeks of her ninetieth birthday. 

On Monday, January 2, the funeral service 
at her home, 48 Central street, was conducted 
by her sons-in-law, the Rev. Frank R 
Shipman and the Rev. Charles H. Cutler. 

A brother, Gen. William A. Aiken of 
Norwich, Connecticut, and a sister, Mrs. 
Jane Appleton Snow, widow of Francis 
Huntington Snow, former chancellor of the 
University of Kansas, survive her. 

Married December 17, 1857, Mrs. Ripley’s 
first home was made in Hartford, Connecti- 
cut, where Mr. Ripley was cashier of the old 
Hartford National Bank. About four 
years later they removed to Lowell, where 
Mr. Ripley engaged in business, and in the 
year 1869 they came to Andover. Their 
children, Alfred Lawrence Ripley, Sarah 
Franklin Cutler, George Barrett Ripley, 
Philip Franklin Ripley, all reside in Andover. 
A daughter deceased, Mary Appleton, who 
became the wife of the Rev. Frank R. Ship- 
man is affectionately remembered here. 

Mrs. Ripley’s connection with Abbot 


academy antedates the days of graduating 
classes. In her girlhood she attended the 
school for some months during the years of 
1851-2 and 1853-4. 

A daughter and granddaughter of hers in 
turn, besides several of her nieces, graduated 
from Abbot; and two granddaughters are 
at present enrolled in the school. 

‘or many years Mr. Ripley was clerk of the 
Board of Trustees of Abbot academy and 
for a briefer period served as treasurer. 

Thus Mrs. Ripley’s interest in Abbot 
deepened with the years and found expres- 
sion, among other ways, in the at A. 
ee Loyalty Fund, for the uses of the 
ibrary. 

Mrs. Ripley’s relation with the South 
church, Andover, dates from the year 1857, 
when she united with the church. After 
transferring her membership with her resi- 
dence in Hartford and in Lowell, she re- 
united with the South church in 1870. Thus 
her membership has been continuous for 
fifty-seven years, and, with the interim re- 
ferred to, for seventy years. 

In her active years, Mrs. Ripley taught 
successive classes of boys and girls in the 
church school. There are men and women 
today who gratefully acknowledge her 
vital influence in their lives. 

It may be of interest to remark that a 
grandfather of Mrs. Ripley’s was President 
Appleton of Bowdoin College; that her 
father, John Aiken, Esq., was a Trustee of 
Phillips Academy, and that Mr. Alfred L. 
Ripley, her son, is president of the Board of 
Trustees of Phillips Academy. 

This sketch of Mrs. Ripley’s life in Andover 
and of her connections with its historic 
institutions attempts no account of her life- 
long relations with her neighbors and friends. 
As with the increasing years, Mrs. Ripley 
withdrew from participation in affairs, 
friends and neighbors sought her the more 
constantly in her own home, where her 
gentle dignity and gracious presence ever 
welcomed them. 

Nor can we venture to record that “best 
portion of a good man’s life”, — her “little, 
nameless, unremembered acts of kindness 
and of love;’’ they will not be forgotten by 
all those who have been helped and com- 
forted, 

Thus inadequately, but with proud grati- 
tude, The Townsman marks the passing of 
one whose long and beautiful life not only 
embodied the finest traditions of the 
community, but also enriched and _ re- 


fined them incalculably.

A Real Estate Suggestion 


Two significant events were mentioned 
recently in the news columns of the city 
pavers, The first was that a large unused 
actory in Lynn had been remodeled into a 
tenement house. The second, and perhaps 
more important, was the opening of a large 
model tenement block on the East Side of 
New York by Mayor Walker and various 
dignitaries. 

The idea of this model building was con- 
ceived by a man who felt that no one from 
choice lives in squalor, surrounded by un- 
sanitary conditions. This building is not to 
be a philanthropy only, but a paying propo- 
sition. 

The tenements consist of three or four 
rooms and are equipped with steam heat, 
electric lights and the most modern plumbing. 
They rent at the rate of ten dollars per room 
a month and are intended for working people 
earning between thirty and forty dollars a 
week. 

Needless to say before the building was 
completed every apartment was taken and 
hundred of families left gveatly disappointed. 
This building is the first of several Ay slinttas 
construction to be completed. 

The block has a roof garden where the 
children may play in fair weather, and a 
large common play room in the basement 
where they may bounce balls, ride their 
velocipedes and shout and quarrel to their 
hearts content. 

Various schemes of this kind have been 
successfully worked out since the Improved 
Dwellings Company was established in 1863 
in London by Sir Sydney Waterlow. 

In our country the first and best illustra- 
tion of improved housing for working people, 
combining sound business with wise P il- 
anthropy, was given in Brooklyn in 1876 
thro the initiative of Mr. Alfred White. 
The chief obstacle met by him and later by 
the Sage Foundation’s Garden City was the 
occupation of these attractive lodgings by 
tenants quite above the wage-earning group. 

In lover, as our fine private school and 
our six cemeteries occupy so much land with- 
in the town’s limits CAidover could easily 
win the National white ribbon for its num- 
bers of cemeteries!) there is precious Lge 
pickings for any private person in search of 
a house lot. 

On our main street there has been a 
factory, vacant for at least two years, if I 
am not mistaken. 

I do not know whether its owners prefer 
to have humming machinery rather than 
homeless humans housed within its walls, 
but if Lynn and New York City find it 
feasible to remodel a factory into apart- 
ments and can offer good living conditions at 
a reasonable rate, could not Andover profit 
by their example. 

A grace cf successful business men with a 
few real business women (I can immediate] 
think of two who can add without using their 
fingers to count on under the table) and one 
sensible architect — not one of those who 
for some unknown reason insists on placing 
the drain board on the right of the sink — 
could put this suggestion into effect in the 
shake of a lamb’s tail. . 

These ideas are written free gratis be- 
cause the writer is interested in people — not 
factories. 

Very possibly those who controle the 
factory may not be pleased with this propo- 
sition. It may be wise to state too that I 
do not own even a quarter of a share of any 
overshoe or rubber boot that has stepped out 
of the building. I mention this particular 
one only because it-is centrally located. 
Business may be dull, but still there is in 
this thought concerning unoccupied buildings 
in general, as Archibald Marshall continually 
says, “‘moce than meets'the eye”! ae

Rachmaninoff 


Altogether unexpectedly, Sergei Rach- 
maninoff, the Russian composer, conductor 
and pianist returned to the United States in 
1918, rot in November of that year he 
disembark in New York, even while 
current report ran that he was still a refugee 
in Scandinavia, soon to undertake a series of 
concerts in England. ‘The progress and the 
processes of the Russian Revolution com- 
pelled Mr, Rachmaninoff to flee from Mos- 
cow. The new regime had stripped him of 
his property and deprived him of other 
sources of income. Accordingly, Mr. Rach- 
maninoff made his way to the Russian 
frontier, crossed it into Sweden and through 
the spring dwelt there, occasionally appear- 
ing in concert as pianist, now and then busy- 
ing himself with composition. At length he 
halted at Copenhagen in Denmark, whence 
favorable opportunity to visit America 


brought him to New York. 

Since his arrival in America, Mr. Rach- 
maninoff’s tall spare figure, grave, aquiline 
face and studiously quiet bearing, have left 
distinct impression upon the memories of 
concert goers in the larger cities of this 
Country.

Gray and Kendall Dissolve Partnership 


Ira O. Gray of 32 Washington avenue and 
Frank H. Kendall of 7 Chestnut street, who 
have ca:iied on a carpentry business under 
the firm name of Gray & Kendall since 1916 
dissolved the partnership on January 1, 

Even before 1916, the two men had been 
associated in business, both having been 
employed by Hardy & Cole, contractors and 
builders for more than thirty years. When

Mr. Kendall’s first experience in carpentry

The new method of heating 
appeals to many home owners because of the 
relief from uncertainties of coal supply, from 
furnace attendance, dirt, etc. Oil burners are 
being applied to all of the types of heating 
plants commonly used for home heating, with 
varying degrees of success. Investigations 
of different types of oil burners by the U, S, 
Department of Agriculture indicate that they 
are suited to the requirements of many home 
owners on account of their convenience and 
ease of heat control if, to obtain these ad- 
vantages, the prospective purchaser is willing 
to pay the cost of change and possibly an 
increased operating cost. Before deciding 
whether a change to oil burning is desirable 
there should be a thorough understanding of 
the operating characteristics of different 
types of oil burners, and of installation and 
operation costs. Department Circular 405 
tells all about the subject and may be had 
free upon request.

Pat “Human Interest’ 


Into News Columns 


Writing for the newspapers has un- 
dergone grent change. When I first 
went to New York in 1872, almost all 
news reports were written in prosy, 
solemn fashion, the way the English 
press did, and constructed In the 
sulne way. A certain formula for ne. 
counts of public meetiags, another 
for murder cases, another for trials 
in courts. Reports of conflagrations 
were all alike. 

Then Amos Cummings burst Into 
full flower. He had been a composi- 
tor on the old Tribune under Greeley 
and a sub-editor while Dana was 
there, Greeley recognized the young 
man’s ability, but Amos was quick- 
tempered and decisive and gifted 
with an eloquence of profanity quite 
beyond ordinary description Tradi- 
tion has it that Greeley discharged 
him for “insolence and profanity.” 

Dana immediately made him man- 
aging editor of the Sun, and Cum- 
mings began to develop some of the 
things that long had lingered In his 
active mind. Among the first was to 
change the quality of the Sun’s news 
reports, und to make them Interest- 
ing as well as important; to develop 
the sentimental, the pathetic, the 
herole, the belligerent, when they 
happened in real life, the same way 
ns the novelist did In his stories of 
fiction. 

He taught the boys to call their 
productions “stories” instead of artl- 
cles—“stories of human interest.” 
Amos ceased to be managing editor 
of the Sun In 1872, but the seeds of 
good reporting that he had planted 
were watered and nourished by his 
successors until the entire staff had 
caught the spirit of his genlus.— 
Chester S. Lord tn the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. 


Odd Bequests Made 
to British Monarch 


Cranks are fond of making freak 
bequests to eminent persons. Queen 
Victorla had left her by will sixty 
snakes which a too loyal subject ve- 
queathed. “I have always loved 
snakes,” ran the will of this eccen- 
tric gentleman, “and my only grief 
{s that I cannot train them to recog- 
nize me. Perhaps your majesty may 
be more fortunate.” Still another 
testator left £100 a year to her ma- 
jesty on condition that she take un- 
der her charge a favorite parrot and 
poodle and send them, under the es- 
cort of a member of the royal house- 
hold, to Margate for a fortnight's 
holiday every year; while a trades- 
man not only bequeathed his cats to 
Queen Victoria, but designed a house 
for their reception.

Pneumatic Chisels 


Until recent years it was often ex- 
tremely difficult to remove fossils 
from their encasement of rock with- 
out breaking or destroying them. 
Dental engines and electric mallets 
were employed in some laboratories, 
but their efficiency was limited. Pneu- 
matic tools are now, however, em- 
ployed with great success. The light 
pneumatic hammer !s found to be the 
best adapted for work on fossils, With 
this tool a small chisel can be driven 
at the rate of 3,000 to 3,500 strokes 
per minute, the compressed alr being 
controlied by a push-button valve and 
the instrument being so small that it 
can be held in any position and used 
to clear out deep cavities without in 
jury to the fossil. 


Sea-Shell House 


At Enst Cowes, Isle of Wight, there 
fs a building known as Shell house, 
which appears to be built entirely of 
seu shells, It is an ordinary villa, but 
the stucco on the front {fs thickly 
studded with many thousands of 
shells. They were all placed there by 
one man, the late Mr. Attrill, a gar- 
dener who worked at Osborne house 
in Queen Victoria’s days. He collect- 
ed the shells in Osborne bay, and the 
decoration of his dwelling occupied 
ten years, 

Interspersed with the shells are col- 
ored fragments of glass and quaint 
ornuments worked in various devices 
on the walls,

R. W. BABSON DISCUSSES WAGES IN RELATION 


TO PROSPERITY AND PRESENT-DAY STRIKES 


High Wages Must Be Combined with Efficiency and Labor-Saving Machinery in Order to 


Meet Competition—Past Year Shows Decrease in Number 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, January 6, 
1928. In an exclusive interview today, 
Roger W. Babson discusses the outlook for 
wages during the first half of this year. 
Excepting in very few instances, Mr. Bab- 
son’s analysis shows that wages will not be 
increased during 1928. 


Wages and Prosperity 
“Before discussing wages in detail, let me 
make clear that I am in favor of just as high 


stand. No country ever prospered in the 
long run with low wages. The spending 
power of every community is largely deter- 
mined by its payroll. The greater the pay- 
roll, the more there is spent and the better 
the business for the entire community. 
Those short-sighted people who attempt to 
solve the difficulties of an industry by reduc- 
ing wages are barking up the wrong tree. 
“The only exception to the above state- 
ment is in the case of industries which are 
highly competitive in an international 
market. For instance, the market for cotton 
is made in Great Britain and the cotton 
planters of our South must compete with the 
cotton planters of other nations. This 
means that unless our land is much more 
fertile, or our methods much more efficient, 
we cannot afford to pay much higher wages 
than are paid abroad for cotton pickers. 
To a certain extent this applies to farm labor 
as a whole. The farmer must either intro- 
duce much more efficient methods, employ 
labor saving machinery, or reduce wages. 


Strikes Show Decrease 

“We have been witnessing during the past 
three years, the longest unbroken period of 
industrial peace in the economic history of 
the United States. My organization keeps a 
record of all the strikes which take place 
throughout the country and in Canada and 
these records show a steadily decreasing 
number of industrial disturbances since 1923. 
The total number of strikes which were 
recorded in recent years are as follows: 

In 1923 there were 989 strikes 

In 1924 there were 665 strikes 

In 1925 there were 612 strikes 

In 1926 there were 523 strikes 

In 1927 there were 341 strikes 
The year which has just closed has been the 
freest of them all, not only in the number of 
strikes, but also in the importance of those 
which have occurred. 

“While the immediate outlook for the next 
two months does not include the probability 
of any unusual increase in the present

and Importance of Strikes 


number of strikes, yet with the advent of 
spring, I expect to see a movement upward 
in the strike trend. Inasmuch as the labor 
supply will be plentiful in nearly every line 
of industry during 1928 a slightly downward 
tendency in wage rates will probably ap) 
during the spring months when hundreds of 
contracts come up for renewal. This is apt to 
result in an increase in strikes during April 
through June. However, I do not expect any 
industrial disturbances of any really serious 
importance to industry to take place during 
the first half of 1928. 


Purchasing Power an Important Factor 


“Tn connection with the general wage out- 
look, it should be borne in mind that wages 
have been maintained at a higher level than 
other prices during the period of the past few 
years. This has been due in part to the 
strongly entrenched position of certain 
trades, such as the building trades; and also 
because the immigration law has cut our 
supply of immigrant labor down to the 
thinest trickle. Meanwhile, however, during 
this period the cost of living has slowly but 
constantly declined. We find the two main 
items in living costs, namely, food and rent, 
several points below what they were two or 
three years ago. This drop may be con- 
sidered an increase in wages because it has 
increased the purchasing power, or real wage 
of the public generally. 

“While we are at present in the midst of a 
slightly seasonal increase in living costs, yet 
this should be replaced by lower prices in the 
spring and there is no question but what 
living costs in 1928 will be even lower than 
they are today, This fact must be borne in 
mind in any consideration of wage rates, 
because in the final analysis, it is not the 
paper wage rate which is important, nor 
alone the amount of money that goes into 
the pay envelope. The thing that must be 
considered primarily is what the money will 
buy at the corner grocery store and in the 
other places where the average man leaves 
most of his weekly earnings. 


Importance of Mass Production 


“An analysis of the above facts will show 
that the wage situation is most stable today 
in the cities whose industries are noted for

mass production. This is a very interesting 
fact, considering that labor has always 


opposed machinery and labor saving devices, 
Our statistics show that wages are highest 
and most stable in communities where the 
most machinery is employed and where the 
most labor saving devices are used. Statis- 
tics indicate that although labor unions 
have succeeded in improving working con- 
ditions, they have seldom succeeded in rais- 
ing wages, excepting indirectly by forcing 
employers to be more efficient. The moral of 
this is that every community should en- 
deavor to make its industries as efficient as 
possible, adopting the latest labor saving 
machinery and that investors should seek 
those companies which are noted for mass 
Coe and which have the most modern 
ts. 

2 “Of course, a direct relation exists between 
the wage situation and general business. At 
the present time the Babsonchart shows 
general business to be around normal, This 
means that taking the country as a whole — 
all lines of business and all sections — 
wages should be about normal. Statistics, 
however indicate that in certain lines, wages 
are above normal, due largely to our present 
immigration restrictions. With the present 
outlook for business in 1928 it is probable 
that wages will continue about as they are, 
but with declines rather than advances dur- 
ing the coming year.” 


Wet shoes must be dried very carefully.

There is one fine point of the bidding 
in auction bridge that most players 
overlook. For example, suppose your 
partner, as dealer, bids one spade and 
second hand either passes or doubles 
one spade (informatory). In such cases 
there are a number of hands where you 
have a fine opportunity to make a big 
gain. The following hand is a fine ex- 


ample: 
Hand No. 1 
Hearts — 8 
Clubs — K, 8, 3, 2 
Diamonds — A, K, 7, 4 
Spades — J, 10, 7, 3 


No ‘core, rubber game. If Z dealt, bid 
one spade and A passed, what should 
Y bid? With this hand, Y should bid 
four spades, to shut out, if possible, a 
heart bid by B. Unless B has an over- 
whelming hand, he proton, will be 
unable to bid five hearts. Y's hand is so 
strong that his partner has a fine chance 
to make four spades, so his bid does two 
things: First, shuts out adverse bid- 
ding; second, offers a fine chance for 
game. In this particular hand, Y's 
clever bid was a big winner, for A-B 
could have made a little slam at hearts, 
but Y’s bold bid prevented B from 
showing his hearts. A-B, moreover, 
made four spades and so won the rub- 


ber.

What should Y bid? With this hand Y 
should bid three spades over the double 
in the hope of shutting out a club o1 
heart bid. It takes a four bid in either 
to overbid three spades; so Y has a 
good chance to win the bid at three 
spades. The hand is not strong enough 
to bid four and there is not the same 
necessity of shutting out hearts as in 
Hand No. 1. Be on the lookout for 
hands of this type and don't hesitate 
to jump the bid when holding four or 
more trumps and a void suit that may 
cause trouble. Many a game is won in 
this way by shutting out adverse in- 
formation, 

Here is another type of hand which 
was played recently in a championship 
team match and which caused consider- 
able discussion:
